Any person interested in numismatics, over eighteen years of age and of 
good moral character may become a member upon recommendation of the mem- 
bership committee, Dues to be $2.00 per year. 

JUNIOR MEMBERS-- 

Any person between the ages of 13 and 18 years and sponsored by a Senior 
member may be considered for Junior membership, Junior members may not 
hold office, but may vote for elective officers, Dues to be $2.00. 

OFF ICERS-- 

Officers are elected every two years by membership vote, by mail ballot, 
and take office at the annual convention following the election, Officers 
consist of Sixteen members, including President, ist and 2nd Vice-Pres- 
idents, Secretary-Treasurer, the immediate predecessor of the President, 
and eleven Directors. 

The annual membership meeting is held each year at the Associatiton's 
annual convention in the fall of each year. 

The Iowa Collector, the official Bulletin, is published six times each 
year and sent to each paid up member. 

The Association, upon request, will help the heirs of any member of good 
standing to find a qualified person or persons in his or her area to app- 
raise an estate.
